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KITCHIN THREATENS
EIGHT-HOUR MEASURE

Says House Will Act if Senate With-
holls Preventive Legislation.

The Impending strike of the railroad
employes occupled practically all the
time of the Senate yesterday.

Majority Leader Kitchin, of the House,
and Representative Adamson, of the In-
terstate and Forelgn Commerce Commit-
tee, served notlce on the Senate just be-
tore adjournment that unless the body
placed legisiation for preventing the
threatensd strike on
within forty-eight hours, the Democrats
of the House would tmmediately pass a
compulsory eight-hour law with time and
a2 half for overtime.

Senator Lee, of Maryland, introduced
a resolution, which was referred to the
Commerce Committee, asking the broth-
erhoods to postpone the calling of the
strike until September 11 in order to give
Congress T pass legislation for
preventing the walkout.

Senator S!mmons declared that the ex-
isting d rences should be submitted to
arbitratior y an impartial body, and
favored a drastic law designed to place
in the hards of the court, the power
te prevent organizations or groups of
men from intimidating or harrassing
those who take the place of the em-
ploves who drop work.

Senator Hardwick, of Georgia, advo-
cated empowering the Interstates Com-
merre Commission to fix wages and
hours of labor, and adjust disputes of
rallroad employes. Senator Borah op-
posed this plan on the ground that It
would throw the rallroad employes Into
politics. Senator Jones, of Washington,
urged the appointment
Commerce Commisstoners for life terms
to remove them fr political influence.

When Commerce Committee met
yesterday Senator Robinson and Senator
‘ummins were factors In a heated
wrangle Senator Cummins made the
motion hold the public hearing. be-
ginning today, and Benator Robinson op-
posed the ground that it would
unnecessarily retard the progress of
legialation The committes sustained
